Counsel for some of the dissatisfied 
stockholders have been looking into 
the peculiar laws regulating building 
and joan associations, and they believe 
the only méthod of protecting the 
stockholders is to call a meeting and 
elect new’ directors. No annual meet- 
ing of the Union Mutual stockholders 
has been held for several years, and 
it ig believed to be entirely legal, 
therefore, to call the annual meeting 
for some set date, and regularly ad- 
vertise the same.

ALASKA MINING CAMP SUFFERS 


FROM UNION RULE, 


Strike Caused by Demand for Fifty 
Per Cent. Increase Being Refused. 
Mines Are Shut Down Waiting for 
Change—Cold Weather, Mosquitoes 
in Summer and High Prices. 


William Lawson, who for years re- 
sided in Los Angeles before going to 
far-away Alaska to seek a fortune in 
the mines, has returned to the city 
and has much to tell of what is hap- 
pening in Uncle Sam's far-northern 
possession. He has come direct from 
Fairbanks on the Yukon, where the 
thermometer goes to 55 to 63 below at 
times in the winter, though it stood 
at 80 above when he left, and the 
mosquitoes were thick enough to make 
a Jerseyman think himself at home 
again on the shores of the Hacken- 
sack Meadows. 

Here are some of the prices’ in 
vogue: First, be it known, that not 
only are pennies barred here, as ev- 
erywhere on the Pacific Coast, except 
in Los Angeles, but nickels and dimes 
are in the same class. Heircut is $1, 
shave 5 cents, but the barbers do a 
brisk business notwithstanding. The 
most ordinary meals cost a dollar. 
Broiling meat is 40 cents a pound, and 
steaks 60 to &%, milk 50 cents a quart, 
potatoes never less than 10 cent& a 
pound. . Hay and grain a year ago 
sold for 6 cents a pound. but now 
bring 12 to 6. Nine thousand dol- 
lars was paid for thirty-one head of 
cattle. This is slightly ahead of Ne- 
vada, 

Fairbanks is a great mining center. 
Placer mining is carried on all around, 
on Clear Fairbanks, Dome and Esther 
Creeks, where success has been met 
with. Vault Creek is one that has 
proved a failure. The city has two 
daily papers, three banks, public 
echools with four teachers, and tele- 
graphic communication with. the out- 
side world.

18, inp 
Of the total expenditure for blic 
purposes of all the States, counties, 
cities, towns, étc., says the United 
States Commissioner of Education, 
two-fifths (40.2 per cent.) was expended 
for the support of common schools. 

The aggregate value of school prop- 
erty is $733,446,805, an increase fn one 
year of $48,345,462. 

The average expenditure for ‘school 
purposes advanced to 16.8 cents per 
day for the instruction of each pupil, 
as compared with 16 1-2 cents per day 
for the previous year. 

WHAT WE ARE AIMING AT. 

“Broadly speaking,” continues the 
Commissioner, “we may regard the 
current movement in American educa- 
tion as tending toward a _ condition 
in which the enrollment in schools of 
all kinds will be equal to the total 
population between. the ages of 5 and 
18 (that population numbered 23,410,800 
in 1904-5); that the attendance of the 
pupile so enrolled will- be practically 
constant, excepting for the contin- 
gencies of fire, flood and the like, and 
will accordingly approximate per 
cent. of the enrollment; that the school 
year for all pupils so enrolled, at 
least in schools of elementary and 
second grade, will consist of 200 days, 
including six or eight holidays; and 
that the attendance of every pupil 
shall extend over the whole school 
year. The mere habit of school attend- 


ance itself some educational 
value.” 
What it means in effort, energy, 


ability and money to care for our rap- 
idly growing schools is indicated in 
the fact that the year’s increased en- 
rollment in schools and colleges, public 
and private, was 263,585, an army to 
be fitted for good citizenship. Year 
after year such an army is thrust up- 
on the care of the educators of our 
nation. They have to be, and they 
are, prepared for this great work, and 
they ought to be paid accordingly.

It is worth noting that while in 


1889-90, 65.4 per cent. of the total ex- 
penditure was devoted to salaries, the 
proportion so devoted in 1994-5 was 
only 60.9 per cent. In other words, 
we are not now paying our school 
teachers proportionately as well as we 
did’ in 1889-90, though it costs more 
to live—that ts, to live in the way the 
United States should have its school 
teachers live, fn justice to their self- 
respect and its own.

Another point to be noted, and this 
is perha the most pressing Ameri- 
ean educational problem today, name- 
ly, that the increase in the number of 
persons receiving education, has not, of 
late years, kept pace with our increase 
in population, nor with the school in- 
creases of certain years.

It may be pardonable to suggest 
that the remedy partially lies in the 
more constant, as well as the more 
rigid, enforcement of the compulsory 
attendance school laws of our States 
and Territories, but more effectively 
in the determination (and practice) by 
each and every born or adopted Amer- 
ican parent, that his children shall 
be enrolled and shall attend school 
every day that the school-bell rings, 
except in cases of sickness or other suf- 
ficiently preventive calamity. 

The school is there, the teacher is 
there, and the boys and girls should 
be there, if the parent wants his chil- 
dren to receive in after life the full 
benefits of American citizenship.

WRECK OF A VISIONARY PROJECT 
SALVAGED. 


Mysterious Find of Native Copper 
Near Williame—Extensives+ Opera- 
tions Planned by Copperfield Com- 
pany—General Activity in Mines of 
the Territory. 


PRBESCOTT (Ariz.) July 4—A, few 
years ago several thousand acres of 
ground northwest of Williams, along 
the @dge of the cafion of Cataract 
Creek, were filed upon by enthusiastic 
individuals who had been persuaded 
that platinum was to be found in 
}large quantities in the limestone car- 
bonate capping that overlies that 
whole region to the average depth of 
about 600 feet. It was argued that if 
platinum really existed in that local- 
ity, the quantity of ore available was 
beyond the computation of a mind of 
even the Colonel Sellers variety. In 


the center of the disturbance was a 
corporation called the United General 
Platinum Mines Company, which 
really seemed to have plans and 
money. About $100,000 was spent by 
this corporation in the making ‘of 
trails into the cafion, primarily in- 
tended to reach a number of falls along 
Creek~ that had been filed 
for power purposes. The officers 

the company announced their inten- 
tion of working the platinum and cop- 
per mines on the plateau and of fur- 
nishing power for an electric scenic 
railroad, over which the tourist could 
be wisked along the Grand Cafion and 
into Cataract Cafion. Of course, it 
only took time for the scheme to go 
by the board. other day practi- 
cally every thing that was valuable 
that had been claimed by the platinum 
fompany was relocated by a Williams 
resident, named Johnson, who will use 


ithe trails to carry silver ore out of 


the cafion, and who expects to real- 
ize largely from the water power. 
GRAND CANYON COPPER. 
Heavy shipments of copper carbon- 
ate are being made from the Grand 
Cafion district to the Humboldt smel- 
ter. It is not generally known, but the 
same character of mineral-bearing land 
continues on across the cafion and 
north tnto the Buckskin Mountains, 
close to the Utah line. Years ago an 
ambitious corporation erected a smel- 
ter in the Buckskin Mountains on very 
illy-developed mining ground. Trans- 
portation had to be from the end of a 
railroad far up in Utah. Naturally the 
enterprise failed of much success. 
Three carloads a day of copper ore 
are being shipped by Woodruff & Gil- 
lette from their mines near the Grand 
Cafion, three carloads a week from 
the Nellis property, four or five car- 
loads a week going out from other 


small shippers. The main property of |. 


the district is the old Anita, from 

which preparations are being made to 

ship 150 tons a day to Humboldt. 
MYSTERIOUS MINE. 

A mysteféous find of copper has been 
made in the near vicinity of Williams 
by a prospector, who has refused to 
divulge the location of the ground 
from which he has taken several wag- 
onloads of wonderfully rich rock. The 
ore is full of native copper, and the 
owner states that it was found in a 
district heretofore believed entirely 
without mineral value. 

STRUCK WATER. 

In the Cedar Valley district of Mo- 
have county has been installed for the 
Benedictine Mining & Milling Com- 
pany a mill with a capacity of 150 
tons a day. The equipment is of the 
most modern description, with electric 
lighting and power and with motor 
cars for carrying the ore to the mill 
from the various mines of the com- 
pany. A telephone system has been 
installed bétween the mill and mines 
and the railway station twenty -eight 
miles distant. 

In the San Francisco mine near Ce- 
dar, a drill on the 600-foot level has 
penetrated a body of excellent water, 
with pressure of 200 pounds to the 
Square inch. The water has been 
piped to the surface and is most val- 
vable as a supply for the mill. The 
superintendent is taking extreme pains 
to avoid breaking into the water body. 
All other portions of the mine are dry. 

Five stamps of a ten-stamp mill 
will be in operation very soon on the 
mines of G. ©. Davis in Eureka dis- 
trict of eastern -Mohave county. It 
will be paid for by money realized 
through the operation of a small 
steam arastra during the past year, 
the same crude reduction plant hav- 


ing furnished money fur the develop- 


ment of the mine and the building of 
roads. The miné has an ore body 
twelve feet in width, with a narrow 
pay-streak of exceedingly high-grade 
ore. The group is reached from Hill!- 
side station on the Santa Fé, Pres- 
eott and Phoentx Railroad. 

DEEP. MINING. 

About 100 miners are now at work 
in the Octave mihe, north of Congress 
Junction, and the forty-stamp mill of 
the company is being operated one 
shift a day. As svon as the water 
has been pumped from the lower lev- 
els, the force of: miners will be in- 
creased and/’the mill run on full time. 
The company has secured a large 
amount of money under mortgage. and 
is to install an electric generation 
plant at the railréad to furnish power 
for the operation of the mill and 
mine. The main shaft of the property 
is about 2000 feet: deep, and there are 
many miles of\underground workings. 
The ore carries values mainly in gold, 
pyritic in charaéter, and profitably 
worked only by céncentration. 

The lower workings on the old Bo- 
nanza mine atgHarqua Hala are now 
being pumped out, to determine whether 
future operations “shall be carried on 
in the old workings or whether it will 
be necessary to sink a new shaft. The 
water is not being wasted, but is be- 
ing used for the operation of the mill. 
Most of the ore béing reduced is from 
the Golden Eagle claim, in which the 
shaft is now down to the 400-foot level, 
where as is t6 be started with the 
expectation of bréaking into the rich 
ore body la developed on the 300- 
foot level. 

The Vulture Consolidated Gold Min- 
ing Company has been organized for 
the purpose of wofking new ground in 
the vicinity of the once famous old Vul- 
ture mine, south west of Wickenburg, 
Maricopa county.

The manager is Gor- 
don Kline, who is Rony on the ground, 
preparing to establish camps on half 
a dozen groups, and to begin operations 
upon a most exensive scale within a 
short time. The best-known property 
secured is the old Pump mine, a gold 
mine that has been known and worked 
for thirty years. Though its original 
owners were handicapped by lack of 
capital, expensive transportation and 
little water, large profit was made by 
hauling the org t@ remote reduction 
works.

Palo Verde settiement which is in San 
Diego county, one at Neighbours, ff- 
teen miles up the valley, and the Cen- 
tral schoolhouse, three miles from the 
Settlement. The. two latter are in 
Riverside county. The Hodges brothers 
(William and Albert,) have a general 
store. The postoffice is in the store 
bullding and A. P. Wiley is the post- 
master. 
At Neighbours, fifteén miles away, a 
new postoffice was recently established; 
at Blythe City four miles further north 
@ great amount of improvements is 
ing’ on, and some twelve miles further 
still one comes to the McCoy Moun- 
tains where a mining boom is in full 
sway; these mountains have long been 
known as very rich in minerals, han- 
dreds of men have made locations dir- 
Ing the past year. They come from 
‘the south and west by way of Glamis 
and Palo Verde, from the north by way 
of Needles, and from Arizona across 
the ferry at Whrenburg. If it keeps 
on at this rate for another twerive 
months, there will not be a rod of 
ground that has not been located upon 
that has any show of producing copyer 
or gold. 
MINING DEVELOPMENT. 
The Blew-Bur mines are located In 
the McCoy Mountains and are 
named from two of the company that 
are developing them, R. E. Blewett pf 
Los Angeles, and Andrew Burleigh of 
New York City. Mr. Blewett spends 
the greater part of his {ime at the 
mines. The shaft is down now aboat 


-two hundred feet and they have twee- 


ty-five men employed. The ore, which 
yields both copper and gold, is shipped 
by wagon to Glamis, a distance of 
nearly one hundred miles, and from 
‘there goes by freight to the smelter at 
El Paso, Tex. The cost of cartage ani 
freight is about $35 for a ton of ore 
and the net returns average $200 per 
ton. The company has a very large 
number of claims and incorporatey 
for $30,000,000. § 
The Hodges mines produce only 
gold and are not being worked at pres- 
ent. Justus Smith has a copper mine 
eight miles from Palo Verde which 
shows a vast body of copper ore; A. P. 
Wiley, Robert Stanchfield and many 
others have excellent claims. 
Travelers wishing to reach Palo 
Verde from the south leave the cars 
at Glamis, on the Southern  Pacifis 
Ratiroad and proceed on their journey 
by stage or automobile. The stage 
leaves at 6 o'clock in the morning three 
tinves a week-—Tuesday, Thursday and 
Saturday—end brings up at about f 
o'clock In the afternoon at Palo Verde 
Settlement on the great lagoon, which 
is on an arm of the Colorado River. 
TRANSPORTATION FACILITEES. 
Five years ago the traveler upon this 
lonely road met only the weckly stage 
and occdsionally a rancher with a load 
of barbed wire and supplies. Ncw he 
sees great freight wagons with trafl- 
ers, drawn by eight horser or muies, 
making their slow way “dfong, loaded 
with ore, or lumber, iad hay, sup- 
plies and machinery and always bar- 
réls of water, a thing Which must 
never be forgotten in this long, het 
trip across the desert. The drivers 
make the trip from the mines to 
Glamis and return in six days, on the 
average. They carry their own food 
with them, cook and edt where meal- 
time finds them, and sleep, roiled up 
in their blankets, under the open sky. 
It is a novel sight to see eight horses 
driven with only one line as one fre- 
quently does here; but for this it re- 
quires a driver who understands his 
business and a trained horse for a 
leader. Many miles of barbed wire. 
fence, large areas of cleared and cul- 
tivated land. pumping plants and 
other expensive machinery and imple- 
ments bear silent attest to the work 
which has been done by the ranchers. 
The Rannelis Land Company of Los 
Angeles, Wright Brothers and Rice of 
Pomona, the Banst Brothers of Fresno. 
George McFee, William Moores and 
W. R. Pfost all have large pumping 
plants upon the great lagoon: Comings 
of Alhambra, F. F. Nelson, C. C. Long- 
worth and Edward Neighbours have 
wells and pumping plants near Neigh- 
bours posatoffice. 
PLANNING THE TOWN, 
The Palo Verde Improvement Com- 
pany, which numbers among its mem- 
bers Alfred Solano, the Hobson Broth- 


ers, Frank Murphy and many men 
from Oxnard, has purehiased the 
Blythe ranch and has ome an im- 


mense amount of work. The promoters 
are bringing in the water of the Colo- 
rado River in canalg and have built a 
levee to control the overflow which 
comes in every summer. They have 
latted a townsite which is called 
lythe City, and which is to be one 
mile long and one-helf a mile wide 
with a main street 118 feet wide; down 
the middie of this street there is to be 
a walk with a row of trees upon each 
side. The improvement company has. 
put up several large adobe houses and 
will erect a steam sawmill and an 
excelsior factory. Sugar beets have 
been raised in Blythe City which were 
found to contain a very large percent- 
age of sugar and a sugar factory is 
promised at no distant date. 

All this coming and going, this ship- 
ping ore and receiving freight have 
made a busy place of the little desert 
station of Glamis, where the Southern 
Pacific Company has recently bullt a 
good depot and installed W. R. Urie 
as telegraph operator and freight and 
ticket agent. 

AN AWAKENING. © 
The present generation speaks of 
Palo Verde as a new country. It 
would be better to say a reawakened

or a rediscovered country. A great deal 
happened here during the fifties and 
sixties when Blythe and Fhrenburg 
and many other hardy minérs and 
prospectors, whose names are long for- 
gotten because they left no townsite 
named after them to keep their mem- 
ortes green, went al! over this part of 
the country and worked many well- 
paying mines on both sides of the 
Colorado River. The Haka Hali mine 
alone yielded $6,000,000 worth of placer 
gold. An old book, a guide for miners, 
speaks of Palo Verde, which, was then 
called Laguna, as follows: “Here you 
will find an unfailing supply of water, 
Great quantities of firewood and at 
many seasons of the year grass for 
your horses.” In those days the United 
States mail was carried through this 
pert of the country by stage from An- 
zona to Los Angeles, the old road is 
used yet and some of the etage sta- 
‘Hous are still standing. though they

fare badly dilapidated. When the 
Southern Pacific came through, it left 
Ehrenberg far to one side and so did 
the Santa Fé, so people moved away 
and the Pale Verde Vailev and the 
‘ountry to it -vere «al.nost for- 
gotten. It was used as a stock range 
and up to 1902 there were not over half 
a dozen families in all that vast ex- 
panse.

The traveler who goes by rail from 
Yuma to Los Angeles on the Southern 
Pacific sees nothing from the car win- 
dow but stretches of sand between 
Glamis and Palm Springs. 
true Colorado Desert. The country 
flying north between Glamis and Palo 
Verde appears very different: here 
there are trees, literally by the ten! 
thousand, and one is surprised and de- 
lighted at the glorious display of color 
when these trees blossom in the spring. 
Probable the palo verde (torreyannin 
cercidium) is the most noticeable be- 
cause it has scarcely any leaves and 
the trunk, branches and twigs are all 
of a uniform pale green. One of these 
trees In full bloom looks Ike a shower 
of gold and would be an ornament to 
any park in the world, for its myriad 
pea blossom shaped flowers are of the 
most brilliant yellow. In some places 
billows and drifts of truly magnificent 
color extend as far as the eye can 
reach and make one long for a sight 
of the dginty pinks and whites of east-. 
erfy flowering trees for a rest to the 
eyes. 


USEFUL TREE GROWTH. 

The desert willow (Chelopsis linarfs) 
grows in many places: this is a hard 
wood tree that attains a height of 
from ten to twenty feet and has long 
and slender leaves. The flowers, borne 
in a terminal raceme,,. resemble those 
of a catalpa; they are white with yel- 
low and purple markings and are snap- 
‘dragon shaped. Two very good speci- 
mens of the desert willow are found 
in the station yard at Glamis. 

The itronwood tree (Olneya tesoto,) 
the “arbol de hierro” of the Mexicans, 
is seldom a handsome tree... It has a 
profusion of purple and white flowers 
and dull green follage. The wood is 
much prizeqd for fuel as it makes a 
very hot fire. 

The ocotilla (pronounced o-ko-teel- 
ya) is also called the candlewood plant 
and-its botanical name is Fouqueria 
splendens; it is an unusual and at 
many Seasons of the year a most at- 
tractive looking plant. It has long 
thorny arms attached to a central 
stalk, after the manner of a candela- 
bra. each tipped with a raceme gf the 
most brilliant red and yellow wers 
and it does not require much of an im- 
agination to see a. Iikeness to candles 
with burning wicks. The acotilla ts 
neither a cactus nor a yucca and 
grows all the way from five to twenty 
feet high. Its long thorny stalks are 
often cut and planted very close to- 
gether to form fences for chicken Vards 
and very effective they are, too, for no 
‘coyote nor snake can make its way 
in past those cruel thorns and no chick- 
en can get out. Owing to their light- 
nees these stalks are often used to 
support the roofs of adobe houses. 

BUSHES AND PLANTS. 

The creosote bush, often erroneously 
called greasewood, grows in all parts 
of the desert, the foliage is of a shiny 
olive green eolor and the flowers are 
brilllant yellow; they give way to 
dainty fut’ seed bails. 

Innumerable varieties of. yellow as- 
ters bloom everywhere and tiny white 
daisies that lle close to the ground, 
besides there is a blue flowering lupine 
and a’ willow with a sulphur-red blos- 
som. 

1 counted. six varieties of cactus, 
some with yellow. and some with hand- 
‘some magenta fowers; he latter are 
‘truly magnificent tnd seem as appro- 
‘priate on a rough, thorny cactus as 
‘Parisian millinery on a dirty beggar. 
‘Some of the cacti hace fruits which re- 
semble a tomato in taste. The six 
different kinds vary. widely, from a 
slender, growing one, the size around 
be a carriage whip. to one shaped like 
watermelon, the latter having broad 
recurving pink spines which are very 
pretty. Then, too, there is a hideous 
racius with millions of shining white 
thorns that turn to a dirty brown when 
they get old. All this on the cusert 
Where there is little rain and no sub- 
ferranean water sources, but as one 
a4ppreackes the Palo Verde Valley, 
where water can be had anywhere at 
ftcen feet from the surface, the kind 
if growth changes as if by magic, and 
the line {is almost as sharp as if 
drawn by a ruler; on one side iron- 
wood, palo verde, ocotilla and cac- 
tus: on the other mesquite, arrow. 
weed, squaw berry and salt bush. 
there is only one palo verde tree in the 
Palo Verde Valley, and that is on the 
land of Frank Geddes. Al! authorities 
oh the plant life of the desert have 
-s@id that no animal would eat arrow- 
weed (it is awful stuff.) but some of 
the ranchers have recently brought in 
Angora goats, which not only eat ar- 
row-weed but declare that it ts far 
superior to tin cans and waste paper— 
least they do by their actions, 

THE VALUABLE SALT BUSH. 
The salt bush has greenish-white fo- 
lldge, which is very salt to the taste, 
arid it is eaten by all kinds of stock; 
animals do not need to be “salted” 
where this bush grows. The squaw 
berry biooms in March and April, and 
has a monopetalous purple flower; 
when in fruit its thousands of coral- 
red berries make a brilliant appear- 
ante; these berries are sometimes made 
-tuce and are, as the oldest in-

The vast sums spent in the purchase 
of votes is a serious menace to our 
institutions. The boy may learn a 
valuable lesson’ from Gov. Reid, who 
served on Washington's staff during 
the American Revolution. When King 
George offered him a large sum of 
money and any office in the colonies in 
the gift of the King. he declared: ‘I 
may not be worth buying, but such as 
I am, the King of England is not rich 
enough to buy my vote.’ .The boy 
should be so trained that when he goes 
to the ballot box he will say to himself: 
‘I may not be worth buying, but such 
as I am, the ward boss is not rich 
enough to buy my vote.’

SECO WARD AFTER OF 
OLD BURIAL GROUND. 


Horticultural Commissioner Dingle 
Back of Movement for Purchase by 
City of Five-acre Plot Near High 
School, Where Remains of Many 
Pioneers Were Interred. 


taking a lively interest in the project 
started by Horticultural Commissioner 
Erwin Dingle for the creation of a city 
park on the site now occupied by the- 
old and abandoned cemetery just back 
of the Los Angeies High Schéol on 
North Hill street. 


one of the arguments for the final 
abandonment of this ancient city of the 
dead.. A petition now is in circulation, 
addressed to the City Council, request- 
ing that the old cemetery be pare ased 
for park purposes. 

On previous occasions attempts! have 
been made to have the burial ground 
done away with, but as a whole the 
efforts have been futile, sentiment 
standing in the way of. ‘any change. 
Parts of the cemetery have been given 
up from time to time, however, the 
latest instance being that in which the 
City Board. of Education secured a 
piece of land just north of the présent 
High School, on which to build an an- 
nex. Many bodies were removed before 
the construction work began, and afier- 
ward, when the excavations were be- 
ing made, many ancient graves Were 
found. 

Dingle’s plan for a park contemplates 
the obliteration of the entifte cemetery 
plot, which is said to consist of about 
five acres, and which is within a square 
that is bounded on the south by Call- 
fornia street, on the east by Hill street, 
on the north by Sunset boulevard, and 
on the west by an extension of Grand 
avenue. It is on high ground, and the 
view of the mountains is superb. Peo- 
ple living in that neighborhood have 
desired for years to get rid of the cé 
etery. Those whose back yards ut 
on the graveyard are especially desir- 
ous of securing a change in the our- 
roundings. 

Members of the Council and of the 
Park Commission are said to be favor- 
able to the project; the petition in ¢ir- 
culation will bear a large number of 
signatures, and Dingle has hopes of 
carrying the plan. through to a succ 
ful finish.

Curtis Brown, 

Times European correspondent, writes 

tt . interestingly of him: 

He its regarded in Europe as fore- 
most orchestral conductor i the 
world, with the possible exception of 
Hans Richter. Austrian musical cir- 

_Cles are in despair over his leaving 
their beautiful operahouse, and de- 
clare that his loss is simply irrepara- 
ble. For ten years Mahier has pre- 

_~ sided over the opera, not only con- 
Gucting the orchestra, but acting as 
Stage manager and general director 
of the whole institution as well, with 
extraordinary brilliancy and success. 

Whatever reasons, and these are not 
at present very clear. may exist for 
his departure, nobody questions his 
tramscendent talents and wonteérful 
capacities. The well-known American 
singer, Mrs. Morris Biack, now Mme. 
Charles Cahier, declares that Mahler 
has no rival. Mme. Cahier has recent- 
ty signed a six years’ contract at the 
Vienna Opera, and has had many op- 
of seeing and studying 

ahier at work. She says: 

“Most undoubtedly Mahler is the 
Greatest living orchestral conductor, 

, especially, in the production of Wag- 
ner, Mozart, and other great classical 
‘authors. In this field there is no one. 
t© approach him. I feel myself that I 
never really heard Mozart until I eame 
to Vienna, where, under Mahijer, his 
operas have been given with the most 
wonderful beauty and purity. No mat- 
ter what he is conducting, even 
though it be something which he al- 
most hates, he puts as much labor and 
thought and loving care into it as 
though it were one of his most be- 
loved operas. He is an artist through 
and through. His ideas are the high- 
est, and nothing,gshort of the best will 
satisfy him. He\will not bring down 
his ideals to the capacity of the singer 
or player, but seeks to raise them to 
his own lofty level. Always thorough- 
ly im earnest, he is persevering to a 
degree, and no obstacle daunts him. 
New York’s gain can only be meas- 
ured by Vienna's loss.”’ 

Also a6 a composer of, orchestral 
music, Mahler stands itn the front 
rank. His Fifth Symphony, which 
has been played by the Boston Or- 
chestra with great success, is very 
highly regarded by competent critics. 

It is seldom that an orchestral con-

Apropos of a contradicted report that 
Tite Ricordi of Milan is to. succeed 
Conried as manager of the Metropoll- 
tan Operahouse, his opinion of Ameri- 
can singers may eb interesting. ‘The 
interview was given during his visit 
in America last season, having been 
here at the same time as Puccini, of 
whose operas the house of Ricordi & 
Co. are the publishers: “The very best 
singers in the world,” said Sig Ricordl, 
“come from America. No, they do not 
stay here. They go to Europe to study 
and sing there to begin with. In many 
instances they pay for the privilege 
of singing there. Even at best the 
pay of opera singers in Ecrope is very 
small compared to what it is in the 
United States. Then they come back 
to America only to sing in German or 
Italian, or possibly French. Why do 
net they stay here, sing here and ob-} 
serve their nationality? ‘hey seem to 
think that it is below their dignity

tongue. Why this is I cannot under- 
stand, unless it be that the press of 
this country is so unpatriotic aw net 
to foster and encourage home-bred tal- 
ent in English. The critics in this 
country do not seem to realize that 
the United States has the highest kind 
of musical] talent, the most enthusias- 
tic appreciation of it and the willing- 
ness to spend money on that apprecia- 
tion.

Steam is gen- 
erated over a gasoline burner. This 
passes into a converter, where it is 
separated into hydrogen and oxygen. 
these are conducted into a re- 
tort filled Btn charcoal. The cooled 
gases are then led into a tube, certain 
chemical changes taking place that 
fifially result in a sugar product.

Out of a ton 
of coal, about 70 per cent. of coalite 
is extracted, but its calorific power te- 
ing much greater, the ton may be said 
to have suffered no loss in value, while 
at the same time the gas and vyast 
range of by-products 
tracted.

The reason the Bessemer steel >rocess 
fails in the manufacture of steel rails 
is said to be the inability to control 
the amount 6f moisture in the air ap- 
plied to the blowing of bessemer steel.

HOLIDAY PARIS 
FASCINATING. 


French Hugely Enjoy Their 
Fourth of July. — 


Military Reviews, M usic and 
Dancing Find Favor. 


Whole City Gives Itself Up 
to Gaieties. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


PARIS; June 25.—France calls its 
Fourth of July the Fourteenth. If 
less glorious than ours in point of 
mortality, it lasts longer. There are 
three official days of it, and many peo- 
ple lengthen it to a week. The event 
celebrated has no such political sig- 
nificance as has the American Inde- 
pendence Day, for while the fall of 
the Bastile, on July 14, 1789, heralded 
the undoing of one monarchy, there 
were others later on. and the republic 
of today got neither its inception nor 
its birth in July. Doubtless the sea- 
son has much to do with the popu- 
larity of this festival. Weather pro- 
gresses iess ‘freakishly’ than with 
us. In July it is steadily pleasant. 
Neither the deadening heat of August 
nor the uncertainties of September 
are present. Counting on fine, warm 
air and clear skies, the French are 
quite safe in laying plans for an out- 
ing. Nature takes care of the rest. 
Those with time and money to spare 
go to the country. The miultitude gets 
its outing near home. It has com- 
pensation not only in the pleasures 
peculiar to a resourceful city, but in 
the fact that, after a day or so else- 
where, the shade and coolness of the 
watered streets are very welcome. 
The favorite resort early in the 
morning is the Bois de Boulogne, 
along the approaches to Longchamp. 
At 8 o'clock the military review takes 
place at Longchamp. All the troops 
come out in their best feathers to sa- 
lute the President, the lesser officials 
and visiting dignitaries. The tribunes 
at the course, highly adorned with 
flags and flowers, accommodate thou-, 
sands whom rank or favor entitle to 
invitations. On the Bois de Boulogne 
slope, the informal crowds assemble 
— enjoy the salutes, the flying col-- 
the glitter of arms and all the at- 
toclant pageantry. They may see at

“Thon the park becomes a vast picnic 
ground. There are thousands of fam- 
ily ies with baskets. They spread 
cloths over the lawns and attack with 
keen appetite the luncheons they have 
brought. Women, whose arms are 
with fagots of bread, circulate 
among the groups, slashing off that 
Staple in quantities to suit. After 
luncheon there is a general “lay-off,” 
varied with sports or walks through 
the woods, and the crowds string back 
home all through the afternoon and 
early evening. 

The city buildings will be attired in 

a dress. When cannon greet the 
awn the sun will smile upon a scene 
brilliant with bunting. There is al- 
ways an elaborate arch trimmed with 
red cloth and gilt tinsel at the Hote! 
de Ville. Festoons grace the Colonne 
de Juillet, on the site of the old Bas- 
tile, the old city gates, the public of- 
fices and many of the monuments, and 
private decoration of shops and dwell- 
ings vies with the official display. 
Everything movable wears the tricolor. 
Men, women, children, horses, tram- 
cars and ‘locomotives carry t his “badge 
of patriotism. 
EVERYBODY Is HAPPY. 


Shops that keep open on Sunday 
close on the 14th. There is no rest for 
the cafés, but otherwise street life is 
all of the holiday order. Even the 
buses curtail service during the day, 
and quit running at night. The streets 
become animated soon after daybreak 
with parties bound for the Bois de 
Boulogne, for trains to carry them 
to picnic resorts more distant or to 
games arranged at outlying sporting 
grounds, for excursions on the river, 
or for sights of the city in its new 
finery. Daybreak always finds people 
waiting at the doors of the places of 
amusement at which gratuitous per- 
formances are given in the afternoon, 
for which seats cahnot be reserved. If 
the shabby come first they may sit in 
the boxes, and the well-dressed, if 
late arrivals, must perch in the top 
gallery. By the middle of the fore- 
noon the waiting crowd at the opera 
stretches six deep the length of two 
ordinary biocks. Large details of La 
Garde Republicaine and of police are 
there. Late arrivals who wish to at- 
tend such performances at the opera 
or elsewhere may usually find persons 
near the head of the line willing to 
sell their places. It is not uncommon 
when the doors dre opened to see 
groups on the outside counting the 
returns of their forethought in having 
arrived early and sold their places. 
Whether worked by syndicate or sin- 
gly, the gain for standing in line for 
a few hours in amusing company 
seems more easily made than by 
working for the same number of hours. 
admission does not 
cheap performance. E 
expected to do its best work on the 
Fourteenth. The Comedie Francaise 
always presents a classic; the Opera 
Comique the prime success of the sea- 
son, and the Opera brings out the 
novelty which has won chief favor 
during the weeks immediately preced- 
. Both in music and in drama the 
leading artists appear on this occa- 
sion. Last year, for the first time, 
Wagner secured a permanent footing 
at the Opera, previous appearances of 
his work having been in the nature of 
experiment. So “Tannhauser”’ is 
billed for the Fourteenth. 
About the middle of the day barges 
appear on the streets ready to carry 
passengers to races at various courses 
and to other schedulel sports, tnclud- 
ing Basque pelote, tennis, football, bi- 
cycle, polo races and balloon ascen- 
sions. There are hundreds of the 
poeta gayly decked with bunting. 
Clumsy as théy look, they get a dash- 
ing start with a pair of horses at the 
wheel and three abreast in the lead, 
and they make an inspiriting sight as 
they roll through the streets filled 
with laughing people. 
The afternoon is a favorite time for 
domestic reunions and _for annual 
gatherings of patriotic societies with 
adjunctive  collations. Firecrackers, 
torpedoes, toy-pistols and the lke 
have no place in the street celebra- 
tion. With the “small-boy menace’ 
thus eliminated, and with the suspen- 
sion of commerce, the streets enjoy 
comparative quiet for the holiday. . 
NIGHT'S DELIGHTS, 
Evening brings fresh. life to the city. 
There is general illumination. The 
authorities provide displays of fire- 
works at various points along the 
river. That for the Hotel de Ville is 
usually the most attractive, for crowds 
troop there, and the neighboring 
bridges, the river banks and some of 
the cross streets afford excellent look- 


| that kind in the United States. The 
illtimination brings into night relief 
buildings that usually take on deep 
shadows at sunset. It is the one night 
in the year when the somber, gray

At such stands 
the bands are well equipped as to 
number and quality of piayers, and 
the programmes of music, while popu- 
lar in character, require expert per- 
formance. The music to which the 
eity stands treat, however, is intended 
for the feet rather than for the ear. 
Every Sunday the people may listen 
to military bands in nearly all the 
parks. They dance at public 
cost only on the Fourteenth. Stands 
are built in home districts, where the 
streets are narrow. Sometimes they 
fill the sidewalk at a corner, and 
sometimes they start at the curbstone 
and jut out into the street. The musi- 
clans put up their torches soon after 


dark, and begin to play dance tunes. 
Dancers itmmediatel appear. They 
take possession of t street. While 


the dance is in progress the street is 
no thoroughfare for .vehicles. All ap- 
proaching traffic must halt until the 
music finishes and the dancers open a 
pas . Dancing begins by 9 o'clock 
and lasts until 2 o'clock. It is re- 
sumed during the same hours on July 
15 and 16, thus giving to the people e 
free ball for three successive nights. 

CITY OF DANCERS. 

In the square in front of the Hotel 
de Ville three bands are stationed, 
and there is a big platform for danc- 
ing. Spacious as is the platform, it 
cannot accommodate all who wish to 
dance. The overflow fills the square, 
which is large and smoothly paved. 
Stands elsewhere in the city have no 
platforms. The wooden and asphalt 
pavements give enough footing for 
the light-hearted 
smaller. gathering 
and pretty under t gariands of pa- 
per flowers with which th estreets at 
spanned. Families of the neighbo 
hood naturally gravitate to them 
when the music begins. Near-by 
cafés then put all their tables and 
‘Chairs outdoors, usually blocking the 
walk and often filling a good part > 
the roadway. Dwellings empty the 
selves into the streets. There is noth- 
ing exclusive, however, in the dancing 
parties. While they seem largely 
.neighborhood affairs, casual arrivais 
‘ eae not unwelcome. The stranger who 
wishes to take part in them ought to 
accept cheerfully bits of tricolor—a 
bow of ribbon, a paper hat set off with 
a cockade, or some knick-knack in 
metal. Im return he treats the table 
that has received him. That com- 
pletes his initiation. 

Elders as well as the young join the 
parties. For them the-musicians play 
the quadrilles in vogue before the 
popular Ce became the vehicle for 
individual hugging. The old-fashioned 
music revives the graces of other days, 
when participants.induliged in fancy 
steps, in the long chassez, in pirou- 
ettes, and in courtly salutation. Often 
during the round dances, elderly 
couples may be seen tripping in the 
style of their own youth. They scoff 
at the uniform dullness of the present- 
day movements, and when they give 
object lessond in the “light fantastic,” 
they always monopolize the 
tion of the spectators. 

When the society of the elders gale 
upon the young people, they lock arms 
and prance down the streets, singing 
catchy airs and giving imitations of 
music-hall dances, stopping occasion- 
ally to refresh themselves with beer 
or wine or for a raid upon the piles 
of brioche: steaming at the cake 
stands. Quantities of light drinks are 
consumed, but a drunken person is 
seldom seen. Although a Frenchman 
may be ravaged with the effects of 
absi and be dying of alcoholism, 
he pass his life without an ex- 
perience of real drunkenness, a condi- 
tion which he thinks a mortal dis- 
grace, even in his wild-oat days. Oc- 
cupied with its diversions and gaie- 
ties, the populace broods less than 
usual over its fancied wrongs and the 
holiday list of crimes is below the 
normal.

MODERN RN: WOMEN, 


The Extent to ‘Which They Are in- 
wading the Industrial 
World. 

The ‘progress of the modern woman 
in the industrial worhkl, and how she 
is crowding into occupations hitherto 
monopolized by man is made known 
in a report issued by the eovernment 
census bureau. The figures are based 
on the census returns of 1900, and 
show, says the Inter Ocean, that eVen 
that long ago woman had invaded all 
but nine of the 303 occupations in 
which the bread-winners of the United 
States were engaged. As to whether 
she has wedged her way since 1900 
into these nine occupations in which 


‘man was then dominant, the _ report 


sheds ho light. 

The returns show, among other 
things, that five women were employed 
as pilots. On steam railroads ten were 
employed as baggagemen, thirty-one 
as brakemen, seven as conductors, 
forty-five as engineers firemen, 
and twenty-six as switchmen, yard- 
men and flagmen, and forty-three were 
carriage and hack drivers, six were 
ship carpenters, and two roofers and 
slaters. One hundred and eighty-five 
were returned ag blacksmiths, afid 5608 
as machinists; eight were 0boiler- 
makers, thirty-one were charcoal, coke 
and lime burners, and eleven were well 
© women were also reported 


as “motormen,” 
Accordi to the statistics which 
cover continental United States—by 


which is rene the United States ex- 
clusive of Alaska, Hawali and other 
outlying possessions—the total num- 
ber of women 16 years of age and over 
was 23,495,559, while those at work 
numbered 14,833,630. Of the women at 
work @%4 per cent. were under 35 
years of age, 44.2 per cent. under 25, 
and 25.6 per cent. had not reached the 
age of 21; 
17.7 per cent. were wiiows and 1.3 per 
cent. wére divorced. 

The number of divorced women re- 
turned by the census, the report says, 
is probably deficient, because the fact 
of divorce is not always admitted. But 
it is significant that of the number 
reported divorced 55.3 per cent. were 
supporting themselves wholly or in 
part. : 

The total number of women at work 
includes 11,771,966 native white women, 
whose parents were also natives; 
090.744 Native white women, one or 
both of whose parents were immi- 
grants; 840,011 white women, who 
were themselves immigrants; 1,119,621 
negro women and 11,288 Indian and 
Mongolian women. 

The number of women at work more 
than doubled in the twenty years from 
1889 to 1900, and there was a notice- 
able increase of bread-winners among 
married women in 1900, as compared 
with 1890. 

Almost one-fourth of the total num- 
ber of women at work were servants,

The real crisis which confronts 
the church, then, is that it must de- 
fine its attitude toward the formative 
forces now at work. It is the same 
crisis that has confronted the church 
Bince the day of its beginnings. It 
may move on in its own way, indif- 
ferent to the existence of these forces, 
or it may codperate with them, cor- 
rect them, inspire them with its own 
h.gher ideals. It is a complicated cri- 
sis. and the task of meeting it is fur- 
ther complicated by the ract that the 
church itself is not united. There is 
@ wide distance between the aggressive 
conservatives and the aggressive radi- 
cals, the one as eager to retain as is 
the other to destroy inherited tenets.

But the teacher has these children in hand siz or 
eight hours a day, and sets work for a couple more 
hours in home study. Every act of the day comes under 
the eye of the teacher, and must meet with approval or 
condemnation there. Every gesture of the hand, the 
carriage of the body, the tones of the voice, the man- 
ner of speech, the manners and morals of the teacher 
are insensibly impressed upon the pupil, absorbed by 
the pupil, made part of the pupil’s personality. 

Here is the real work of the teacher, The teacher 
may be a greater“@locutionist than Edwin Booth was, 
may rival Newton in mathematics, may write Latin 
prose of truly Ciceronian elegance, and Latin verse as 
smooth as Virgil's, witty as that of Horace, may 
know as much y as Mommsen, be as great a critic 
as Thackeray, and yet be not only a poor, but a bad 
teacher. If the teacher is irascible and permits the bad 
temper to break out, rude in manners, careless in speech, 
slovenly in dress, corrupt in morals, low in aims, dis- 
honest, untruthful, or has unsound, unwholesome, crude 
views of life, the education obtained in that school will 
not make good citizens, good fathers and mothers of 
the future, honest merchants, devoted patriots, whole- 


some, useful members of society. The education ob- 


tained from such a teacher will not make for civilization, 
for the uplifting of the race, for the progress of the 
country. Better a boy or girl should never learn even 
to read than graduate with high honors at such a school 


The moral influence of the teacher is what outweighs 
all else, The moral atmosphere of the school is as 
essential as pure air around the windows of the family 
bedchambers. The intellectual curriculum of the schools 
Is definitely fixed, and is marked out after due and care- 


: ful deliberation on the part of experts in the science of 


education. Under our public school system the moral 
atmosphere of the school is a creation of thé teacher 
alone. There is coming up a dispositfon to question 
the propriety of this. Many are beginning to think 
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that our public schools should furnish a broad, whole- 

sane training in fundamental morals. A text- 
book might be written which would meet with the ap- 
probation of all but a few of extreme and vicious 
views. The literature of the ages contains noble 
thoughts, most beautifully -expressed, all setting forth 
the beauty of holiness. What is holiness? It is sound- 
ness of views. It relates for the most part to our re- 
lations man with man, family with family, community 
with community, state with state. In its last analysis 
it is personal. Each community, wide or narrow, is what 
its component parts make it. 

But until there is some. system of sound méral in- 
struction decided upon the ideal teacher is not the 
one who knows most, but the one who feels most. The 
best school is not the one which turns out the most 
highly equipped scholars from a purely mental point of 
view, but the one which gives us the best citizens, the 
best neighbors, the most devoted patriots, the most hon- 
‘est business men, the soldiers when “country calls,” the 
most unselfish workers for the world’s advancement, not 
the most successful “captains of industry.”

From Our Own Correspondent. 


FAX (Eastern Tunisia.)}—Across Africa in an auto- 
mobile! Riding at breakneck speed through the 
deserts of Eastern Tunisia! Dashing along on the 
back of a “yellow devil” through crowds of superstitious 
Mohammedan Arabs! 
Searing the people, routing the donkeys and camels, 
and turning the caravans into flying hordes of men and 
beasts! 
These are among the féatures of my journey from 
Sousse to Sfax in an automobile. The distance is eighty 
miles, and our speed was about fifteen miles an hour. 
We came by train from Tunis to Sousse. The journey 
takes about six hours, and the whole way is along the 
Mediterranean Sea. Sousse lies on the Mediterranean, 
away off here on the edge of North Africa. It is an old 
city of 25,000 Mohammedans, made up of snow-white, 
flat-roofed buildings, crowded together along streets so 
narrow that wheeled vehicles cannot pass through them, 
and surrounded by walls thirty feet high. It is entered 
only by great gates in the walls, and the scenes within 
are those of the “Arabian Nights." The men are dark- 
skinned, wearing turbans and gowns, and the women, 
clad all in black, are so closely veiled that not even their 
eyes can be seen.

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_ Printing Flags. 
WHERE UNCLE Sam’s AND JOHN 
BULL’s EMBLEMS MADE. 


By a Special Contributor. 


VER stop to think whence come all the flags used 
E over the country on Memorial Day and the Fourth 

of July? Not one person in 10,000 has any ade- 
quate idea as to just how the flags are made. 

In Cincinnati there is located what is, without doubt, 
the largest flag factory in the country. Not alone the 
United States, but England as well, derives the greater 
part of its supply from this institution, where something 
like 125 persons are employed the year round in turning 
out the national emblems. Memorial Day is the banner 
day of the year for sales, with these people, exceeding 
not alone the Fourth of July, but several lesser holidays 
as well. 

Through ten local wholesalers, the output of the plant 
finds its market. Demand keeps well in advance of sup- 
ply, for the flagmaker is still at a disadvantage. 
Through the invention of a Cincinnati man, a press, 
somewhat on the principle of a newspaper press, but for 
flags alone, has been perfected, and this does the bulk 
of the work. As it is, however, a different plate must 
still be employed for each color in the flag. Once this is 
overcome, the output will be practically unlimited, and 
America will undertake to print the flags for the world. 

Flags, today, are produced in two ways. For both of 
these, the muslin used in the commoner styles of flags 
is purchased in bolts, containing a thousand yards each. 
These, then, are cut by hand to the proper width and 
are fed into the press. By the old method of flagmaking, 
the printing was then done by means of what was little 
better than an old-fashioned hand press. By the new, a 


" 


printing shop, quite similar to that of the large news- 


| paper establishments, is maintained: Colors for the 


flags are mixed at the factory, in order, to insure per- 


fection of shade. After printing, the flags are allowed 


to dry twentyour hours, when they are cut from the 
long sheets and set to the poles by a corps of girls. 
Even the flag sticks, in various sizes, are now made at 
the factory, these being fitted to flags ranging all the 
way from two by four inches to six feet in size. The 


principal sizes, however, are two and a half by six, four 


and two-tenths by seven and a half, three by six, seven 
by eleven, and eight by thirteen inches. 

Aside from the banners, which are expensive affairs, 
made only to order and often embroidered upon for 
several months by the most expert seamstresses, flags 


are made wholly of bunting. muslin and silk, the latter 


outranking the others in price two to one. Bilk and 
bunting flags, moreover, are made almost exclusively per 
retailers’ orders, while the muslin flags are produced the 
year around. 

_ At the great flag factory 15,000 sheets, or 375,000 flags, 


are prifted daily, these in sizes anywhere from two} 


inches by three to forty-two by thirty-six. Each sheet, 
as matter of fact, is seventy-three inches square as it 
emerges from the press, when it is cut up into thé sev- 
eral sizes, in the proportion of about 40 per cent. of the 
smaller sizes to 60 per cent. of the rest. The little 5-cent 
flags and the larger eight-by-eleven-inch flags, that re- 
tail for a nickel, are probably the best sellers. | 

With modern, apparatus, the factory will turn out 
some 1400 sheets of flagging a day, this consisting of 
six different varieties on the sheet. 

In the fifty-six years that flagmaking has been an in- 
dustry of the Middle West, not alone has the trade ex- 
panded to include British needs, but side lines, too, have 
been entered on. In addition to the: flags, for example, 
the plant turns out great quantities of the little parade 
canes, buying the canes themselves, ready cut, and wrap- 
ping these with the gay-colored paper, at the rate of 
about 1000 a day. Eight or ten girls are employed. at

HISTORY AND TRADITION RELAT- 
ING TO FRIAR PaDILLa. 
By a Special Contributor. 


OWHERE in the world was the progress of the 
cross marked by more sublime and heroic self- 
sacrifice than was shown by the early missiona- 


les of the Southwest. If the Spanish conquerors bore 


the sword in one hand, they also carried the cross in 
the other. As a result of their labors, a full century 
before the United States was born, there were in New 
Mexico alone 100 churches, nearly all of stone, and some 
of astonishing size. Three years before the landing of

~In 1542 he set out from Tiguex to return to the region 
of the Buffalo Plains, accompanied by a Spaniard, two 
Mexican halé-breeds and several Indians. He seems to 
have won the good will of the Indians among whom he 
cast his lot; but one day he started to visit another tribe 
with whom his friends were at war. Angered by this 
desertion, or perhaps believing that he intended to lend 
assistance to their enemies, the treacherous savages 
hot him in the back with a poisoned arrow. The body 
was then buried by the Indians who bad accompanied 
him from Tiguex. 

The Friar’s Spanish and Mexican companions fled, but 
were recaptured and enslaved, After ten months of 
servitude, they escaped, and for eight weary, heart- 
breaking years wandered through the awful deserts and 


post of civilization on the Gulf coast, near where Tam- 
pico now stands. From them the story of the martyr- 
dom of Friar Padilla was first heard. 

Now comes the much discussed Iselta tradition, which 
church dignitaries and scholarly scoffers have labored 
in vain to either thoroughly disprove or establish. The 
Isletans, however, appear to have made out a good case; 
and as their tradition dovetails into the recorded facts 
very nicely, there does not appear to be any sound rea- 
son for doubting its substantial accuracy.

The old Indian was blind, but was able to indicate the 
spot where he claimed the body of the first martyr of 
peers Southwest was buried. I have talked with witnesses 

who were present when the search was made. The 
planks were removed, and on digging down a short dis- 
tance the coffin was found. As the Indian had said, it 
was made from a huge log, which had been hollowed out 
with infinite labor to hold the body. That it was very 
ancient was proven by the marks of crude tools and by 
indications that fire had been used to help. form the 
space. The body was remarkably well preserved—which 
is not so strange when the dryness of the atmosphere 
and the absolute protection against the elements afforded 
by the old church are considered.

Unrrep Srares Coast BETTER Pro- 
From New York Sun. 


N LESS than two hundred years this country has 
marched ¢rom the position of having no aids to navi- 
gation to being, in proportion to her coast line, the 
deve: perfectly protected country in the world. | 
Historic and possibly first in order in difficulty of con- 
struction is Minot's Ledge, near Boston. On this lonely 
_ Tock, awash with the tide at low water afd covered 
at high water, a lighthouse was erected in 1848, of tron 

In 1851 the house was swept away and all in it at the 
time—a keeper and two assistants—lost their lives. 
in 1860 the last stone of the present structure was laid, 
completing one of the great stone lighthouses of the 
world. 

Work could be done only at low water. Blasting and 
cutting a rock hardly big enough for the lighthouse 
itself, constant interference from wind and sea, made 
the laying of every fresh block of stone a new and un- 
solyed problem. Minot’s Ledge light today, one of the 
loneliest lighthouses in existence, is still a triumph, 
although some other structures since erected ‘have 
equalled it in difficulty. 

Spectacle Reef, for instance, in Lake Huron, was an 
engineering problem the solution of which was watched 
by the engineers of the world. Even when in 1878 
the’,structure was completed every one predicted that 
the terrible ice push of the winter would sweep it away. 
But the man who built it, Gen. O. M. Poe, had wrought 
with a cunning hand. i 

The masonry courses were so fitted together and so 
strongly and securely bolted that a minimum cal- 
culation showed it to be even stronger than a shaft of: 
‘| solid stone. The ice is first crushed by impact on an, 
4, Outer stone structure. Thus broken, it grounds in 
the seven feet of water on the reef and protects the 
house from the force of other ice. F 

Ten mfles from the nearest land and with ice and 
waves having a fetch of 170 miles to the southeast, it 
is in a pitifully unprotected position. In 1874, when the 
keepers returned for a new season, they found ice piled 
forty feet high around it. | | 

Fowey Rocks lighthouse, in Florida, was hardly less 
dificult in construction than Spectacle Reef.

Added to the 
architectural splendor of its interior and its other mar- 
vela its vast collection of paintings has but few equals 
among the galleries of Europe. The Uffizi and Pitti 
palaces of Italy, the Louvre at Paris, and the Dresden 
and Berlin collections, are indeed its only rivals, while 
in the display of the master creations of the Spanish 
and Dutch schools of painting, it stands! absolutely with- 
out a peer, owing its unique celebrity in fact to the 
completeness of its possession of the works of Murillo, 
Rubens, Van Dyck, Velasquez and Rembrandt. The col- 
lection of these Dutch masters, crowded together in 
unrivaled groups on screens and walls, form a single 
large gallery of limitless extent, “exhausting,” as has 
been said, “even.the most passionate lover of seventeenth 
century art.” 

The magnificent halls of the Hermitage, once utilized 
‘or the academic reception rooms of the great Catherine, 
where she entertained Voltaire and other renowned sa- 
vants of the Continent, are still used on rare occasions 
‘by the Czar for court functions.

Aivazofsky was not a resident of the capital; he was. 


an unfamiliar personality even in Russia; the available 
details of his life were then, as now, meager. He was 
born in the Crimea, at Theodosia, on the shore of the 
Black Sea, in 1817. His ¢amily was not Russian, but Ar- 
menian, descended from the ancient family of Aivaz, or 
Haivaz, which prior to its settlement in the Crimea 
had been established for more than two hundred years 
in Galicia. The members of this family, however, with 
the tenacity of their eastern race, had retained during 
the long exile all the instincts of their Asian origin. 


Like his elder brother, Gabriel, who became a half 
century ago one of the ¢oremost of Russian historians, 
Aivazofsky inherited genius. He was sent as a boy to 
be educated in St. Petersburg, where his precocious ar- 
tistic talents drew the attention of the Czar Nicholas, 
by whose special order he was made. at the age of six- 
teen, a pensioner of the Imperial Academy of Fine Arts. 
Graduating a few years later, he traveled in Italy, and 
returned to Russia, making, in an almost incredibly brief 
time after, a “tremendous reputation,” as it was called, 
by his landscapes, his genre pictures, and his sea 
sketches and naval battles. He easily took rank as the 
first of native marine painters, was elected professor 
in the Imperial Academy, his alma mater, and was dec- 
orated with the order of St. Anne of Russia. 


As early as his twenty-fifth year Aivazofsky had be- 
come known also outside of Russia. Before that age, 


in fact, he had obtained his third medal from Con- 


tinental societies. In 1848 he was elected to honorary 
membership in the Academy of Fine Arts in Amsterdam, 


and not many years later he received the decoration of 


the Legion of Honor at Paris. __ | 

The general remoteness of his themes and the high 
imaginativeness of their treatment have been, do doubt, 
the conspiring elements which have kept the fame of 
Aivazofsky caviare to the public. His singular merit, 
however, has been for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury thoroughly familiar to the circle of his profession 
in Europe. To borrow a phrase used of a kindred pro- 
fession, he may be said in some sense to wear the en- 
viable reputation of being a painter for painters. Dow- 
ered so generousjy with native gi id inspired from 
a novel field of imagination, he has certainly achieved 
much with which to instruct his western brethren in 
art. The works by which his talent is best known in 
Europe are those which have been sent from time to 
time to the exhibitions of the French Academy, where

the aged. He asserts that this is one of the duties that 
over long, and that presently we 
shall be forced, either by conscience or the increased 
pressure of poverty, to follow an example already set 
us by Europe. 

As a matter of fact jany is the only European 
country to which we can look for practical experience 
of old age pensions. In England, where poverty is 
far more acuté than in Germany the problem has never 
advanced beyond the stage of discussion, nor does it 
seem to have won that measufe of popular approval 
that is essential to legislative adaption. But in Germany 
an actual and practical scheme of old age pensions has 
been in operation for sixteen years, and while it has’ 
worked without friction it’ cannot be said to have had 
much appreciable effect in minimizing discontent or in 
checking the advance of social democracy. 

It was Emperor William who secured the passage of 
this interesting piece of domestic legislation. "In No- 
vember, 1881, he pointed out to the Reichstag that: 

“Those who are disabled in consequence of old age 
or infirmity possess a well founded claim to a more 
ample relief on the part of the State than they have 
‘hitherto enjoyed. To devise the fittest ways and means 
for making such provisions, however difficult, is one of 
the highest obligations of every community based on the 
moral foundations of Christianity. A more intimate

> A TRIP TO AND THROUGH ORVIETO } 
By a Special Contributor, I 
E TORE ourselves away fram Rome, (it was a 
terrible wrench) with its mpltiarious interests, 
and decided to spend the spring and summer 
in Central Italy, with a visit to the Apennines should 
the heat prove too great for our welfare. So we took an 
omnibus train—I need not explain |that this means a 
slow one—and dawdled along the bedutiful country until 
“Orvieto, Orvieto,” our bourne, was announced at the 
carriage window. We descended, calm under fire of vo- 
ciferating “facchinos” (porters), chose one, piled our 
“piccolo bagaglio” in his ready arms, entered the car of 
the funicular railway, and began to mount thus easily 
toward that impregnable city which stands on an iso- 
Goths and Northmen, “when they descended on the 


fertile lands of Italy, sweeping everything before them, 
attacked this city on the rock in vain. “Such walls,” 


they granted, which seemed to entase the mountain 


sides giving no possible foothold a doe, “they had 
never met with before.” 

- And the people of. the city swaggering about, boasted 
of the strength of their fortification walls, throwing in- 
sulting words to the foe béneath. Their walls indeed! 
They did not know so much of the builders of those 
walls as we do today, and our knowledge is one of a 
history written in stone, rather than in records, interest- 
ing enough but leaving much untold we would like to 
know. 
About thirty years ago a gardenet in the vineyard

below the walls saw some remarkable stone 
poking up through the soil. He dug down and came upon 
stone buildings built of huge blocks of travertine, such 
as those used in the walls of the city.| He sent for the 
government inspector, who notified the prominent ar- 
chaeologists, and then the earth was carted away from 
the vineyard, and a city of the dead, 4 necropolis, was 
found, of that wonderful people, the Etruscans. 


The owner of the vineyard told us all about his dis- 
covery as he guided us through these streets of tombs. 
It was very funny to see his gesticulations when he 
feared our Italian was not equal to the strain he was 
putting upon it. He gripped his head with both hands 
to show the despair of the learned of England, 
Germany, France, who rushed here to read the in- 
scriptions, and said “‘They were all no better than fools, 
for not one of those inscriptions had ever been deci- 
phered to this day. No one ean find the key to the Etrus- 
can writing. 

The tombs were placed back to back along straight 
streets, and built of huge blocks of stone, cut with such 


exactitude that each block fits close to the other with- 


out cement, Each door was closed by a block fitted in 
the same way, and thus was hermetically sealed. It was 
it of course the 


archaeologists not only mand@ged to some of the 


tombs, but took one to pieces to place in the civic 


museum of Orvieto. Nor was it difficult to put it to- 
gether again, for every stone was numbered by those 
wonderful old builders of some three thousand years 


ago. 

The guide lighted candles and asked us to follow him 
into the interior of a tomb. A deep step led into a low 
porch, and we had to stoop to enter the second portal, 
for the tombs are protected by double doors. 
top of the outer one the name of the family (it is sup- 
posed) is cut in large hieroglyphics in the rock. 

“Bada la testa” (take care of your head,) said the man 
as we stooped to enter. We found ourselves in a stone 
room, whose walls were made of blocks which fitted

ity on the subject is George Dennis in his book “Cities 
and Cemeteries of Etruria.” According to Dennis, 
this wonderfully civilized people came from Lydia in 


Asia Minor, migrating. slowly; in the course of a thous- | 


and years or so, reached Veneta on the Adriatic (the 
Venice of today of course did not exist.) They civilized 
and cultivated the valley of the Po, but, driven out by 
the northern savage tribes moved on through Tuscany 
and Umbria into southern Italy, leaving their impress 
everywhere, their handwriting in stone, in tombs, walled 
cities and in beautiful objects in art. | 


They, a civilized people when Rome was yet in the 
‘Stone age, became at length a conquered people. From 
the first Rome absorbed her ideas, her laws, for the 
Etruscans were law makers, her religion, arts and crafts; 
and called upon her skill for éortification walls, bridges 
and drains. Yet is the spirit of the Etruscan dominant 
still in the heart of the Italian people; its influence 
stretches afar. Her ideas even touch the world of fash- 
ion in the New World, and the picture hat my lady 
wears to functions, of pliable Leghorn (according to 
Ruskin) is of Etruscan shape and make. 


More, the manager of the Doulton potteries at Lam- | 


beth told the writer that his firm sends out travelers 
to visit the Etruscan museums in order that they can 
get ideas for their artists. The jeweler also forms his 
most delicate necklaces on the patterns of these wonder- 
ful artisans. Conquered Etruria, a rdce of people ap- 
parently absorbed into the Italian nation, or sometimes 
spoken of as killed out, yet lives and in many ways 
dominates the New and the Old World. Ruskin calls 
the great artists of Central Italy, Cimabue, Giotto, 
Brunelleschi, Perugino, Raphael, ete. Etruscans, also 
Galileo, the great astronomer. At any rate they spring 
from the ground once civilized by the Etruscans. 


The Etruscans decorated their tombs with paintings, | 


and by these we learn something about their private 
life and houses. We know too they were fond of dresa 
and jewelry, because we find so many jewels, combs, 
and mirrors. We know they loved beauty, because even 


a. their commonest pots and pans are made in such artistic 


shape’. And we must think they loved their children, be- 
cause so many tiny bowls and pitchers may be found in 
the museums, which were evidently toys, but the little 
hands that played with them have been dust perhaps for 
3000 years. 

And now having given the Etruscan his due, let us 
wander through the little town of Orvieto, first taking a 
peep at the hotel in which we purpose to remain a few 
days, the best in Orvieto. 

The quaint old inn was once a convent; stone floors 
prevail (ghastly cold even in June;) there are long 
dark corridors, and flights of stone steps stéep and also 
dark, and all smelling fusty as such thick stone for- 
tresses are apt to do. The rooms also have stone floors 
and evidently had not known spring or any other clean- 
ing. 


We claimed the services of the housemaid; an old 
woman appeared with broom and bucket, smilingly 


threw sawdust on the floor, then poured water liberally 


over it and swept away thus the dust of ages. Other- 
wise reconstructed the rooms were possible, and the 
smiling chambermaid begged us to tell the padrone what 
an invaluable person she was, how obliging and how 
clean!!!. 

We strolled out: into the streets, and of course made 
for the piazza in which stands the cathedral, the most 
beautiful example of Italian gothic in Italy. We 
carried the yaluable art works of Crowe and Cavacaselle, 
Burkhardt and others with us, in order the better to 
study the ceiling frescoes of the interior.

The steps of the spiral were made wide enough to admit 
of asini (burros) being employed to carry water bags 
up and down. The water stands about two yards deep 
‘in the well at the bottom, and is crossed by a plank 
ere the ascent is begun. By means of this well Orvieto 
was enabled to stand a siege of years if necessary.

Los Angeles has passed an ordi- 
nance imposing a tax of 1 cent a square foot, and a court 
decision from Santa Clara county, to the effect that a 
billboard may be declared a nuisance, is a distinct ad- 
vance over any ruling thus far secured from the courts. 
Billboards have hitherto been successful in sheltering 


themselves behind the specious plea that a nuisance is - 


not a nuisance when it affects only the eye, and courts 


have held that objections to billboards were ‘esthetic’ ob- | 


jections and not subject to legislative action. The deci- 
sion referred to is the first strong evidence that this feel- 
ing is passing out of the legal mind, and foreshadows the 
time when an offense to the eye will be regarded as much 
a nuisance as an offense to the nose. It is the first rec-

ONE OF THE ODDEST OF NEw YORE CrrTy’s 
Many ODD TRADES. . 

[New York Sun:}] Among the unusual

Just as there are some trucking con- 
cerns that devote themselves solely to the ‘dry 
trade, and some to the grocery trade, and so on, 
concern, as it has been doing for now ten years or more, 
devotes itself solely to hauling tubs, using about twenty 
trucks in this work and employing additional trucks 

There are other truckmen, to be sure, who have more 
or less tubs, but this one outfit alone hauls probably 
more than half of all the tubs set up in New York and 
its immediate vicinity. It has its headquarters in Brook- 
lyn, on the water front. 

Set washtubs are made of soaps’ pe, of cement, and

in Greenpoint, Brooklyn, and numbers of the soap- 
stone tubs are made in Virginia, some parts of which 
State there are found abundant quarries of stone suit- 
able for the purpose. 

Virginia tubs are shipped in carloads from factories 
there to, tidewater at Hampton Roads, to be brought | 
thence by steamer to New York, and here lightered 
around to Greenpoint, or otherwise distributed. In car- 
load lots they might be lightered to Yonkers or to Jer- 
sey City, or elsewhere hereabouts. 


The tubs that come thus to the Greenpoint storehouse 
are here removed ¢rom the lighters on small flat cars 
rolling on tracks that run into the storehouse. The tubs 
thus shipped here are all of standard sizes and dimen- 
sions, and these constitute the great bulk of all the tubs 
sold and set; but the manufacturers keep at work here 
a force of about fifty men to make special tubs to order | 
as may be required. : 

The tub trucking company has a branch warehouse in 
The Bronx convenient to water tr rtation for the 
receipt of tubs, and it keeps there a few of its trucks. 
It hauls tubs, in that direction, as far away as Mount 
Vernon; it sends trucks and men to Jersey City to haul 
and handle tubs landed there; and it hauls tubs in or 
about the city anywhere within a radius of twenty miles 
from the City Hall. 

Many of these tubs are hoisted up, as pianos are 
hoisted, on the outside of buildings, to the several joors 
be placed, by means of a block and» 
tackle suspended from the roof; tubs are of course car- 
ried up On an elevator when there is one available in the 
building under construction; but great numbers of the 
tubs have to be carried upstairs to wherever they are 
to go, and a washtub of this sort is a heavy load to 
carry. A cement Aub of the regular kind, two tubs in 
one piece, weighs about 400 pounds, while the regular 
soapstone tub weighs about 450 pounds, ee 

For tub carriers the tub trucking concern has long 
employed, as it still does, colored men. There is an 
art in carrying tubs, as there is in everything else; and 
the men have to learn this; but once they have mastered 
it they get away with the heavy tubs easily. It takes 
three men to carry such a tub upstairs, one at the front 
and two at the back. | | 

They turn the tub over, bottom up, and the front man 
gets under and partly inside the front end; he is to sup- 
port the tub at that end and to steady and guide it. The 
other two men support the tub at the rear, one at each 
corner, and some men prefer to carry, or get accus- 
tomed to carrying at one particular corner or the other 


always carry there, as one may always carry at the 


left corner, or he may prefer always to carry at the right. 
The two rear men support the greater part of the load. 

When three skilled tub carriers have got a tub turned 
over and lifted and properly balanced and ed they 
walk away with it up the stairs to the top, where the 
man in front guides it around to clear the railings and 
walls, the rear men following, and so they carry it along 


‘the ball and on up the next flight of stairs, and so on to 


the floor where it is to go. It is hard work, sure enough, 
but able-bodied men accustomed to it get away with the 
tubs in that manner readily, and what with the hoist- 
ing and other work about them they work right along 
at the handling and carrying of tubs steadily day after 
day, theirs constituting certainly one of the oddest of the 
city’s unusual but still regular employments. See 

It might be wondered how even a limited number of 
men could find regular employment the year through in 
carrying washtubs. One might think, if he thought of 
it at all, as he shut down the covers of the set tabs in 
his own house, that it couldn't require such a very great 
number of tubs to supply the whole city, but, at a rough 
estimate, there are set up here in New York and in the 
immediately surrounding territory about 75,000 tubs an- 

EARTHQUAKE UNDER SEA. 

Far below the surface of the sea the earthquakes make 
as much commotion as on terra’firma. The latest vol- 
canic eruption of Vesuvius was observed with respect to | 
its effects in the Gulf of Naples by Dr. Salvatore Lo 
Bionéo. The day before the eruption, says the Chicago 
Tribune, not a sardine was to be caught in the neighbor- 
hood, although it was the height of the sardine season, 
for by some sixth sense the fish seemed to know of the 
impénding disaster. 

The spawning of fishes was retarded; oysters, clams 
and their kin were killed, and there was great mortal- 
ity among other types. . that frequent deep wa- | 
ters were somewhat protected from conditions prevail- 
ing at the surface and escaped death, but evidently they 
were thrown into a panic that caused them to leave their 
natural hunting grounds, tor men fishing from smal) 
boats caught species which never had been brought up — 
before except by a special deep-water dredge. 

The minute plants and animals comprising plankton, 
which form the main food supply of many of the marine

The serpent starfish adopts the same policy in time of 
danger, and as it is exceptionally well provided with 
arms, its chances of escape by autonomy are correspon- 
dingly increased.

Dangerous “ “Fountains.” 


OLLOWING on the osiiadinia kitchens, and lodg- 
ing-houses, the health department of Los Angeles 
has now taken up the subject of drug-store soda 


- fountains. Only preliminary investigations have, so far, 


been made, but they have been sufficient to confirm state- 


ments made from time to time in these columns, as to the 


undesirableness of the “temperance beverages” dispensed 
at these establishments. One of the least harmful of the 
substances used there is the boric acid, which forms the 
base of most of the preservatives used” to pro- 


- long the life of éruit juice beyond its allotted time. The 


using of stich preservatives is practically universal— 
that is to say when fruit juice is used at all. Quite often 
there is sdbstituted the product of a chemical laboratory. 
Following are some of the adulterants found at what are 
designated as “middle class” fountains in Los Angeles: 
“The rich violet flavor is secured by 4 liberal use of the 
tincture of orris. : 
“Lemon soda consists of a small paft of oll of lemon, 
colored yellow with tumuric. | 
“The wild cherry derives its 
from the use of tincture of cudbear. | 
“Chocolate is difficult to counterfeit; for a number of 
years no substitute could ‘be discovered, but last sum- 
mer a German chemist produced one that is compara- 


_ tively inexpensive. This substitute is introduced here 


this summer, for the first time. Chocolate is preserved 
with boric acid. 

“In many fountains sassafras and root beer come from 
the same tank. 

“The wild cherry flavor is due to) the use of bitter 
almond water, generally made from apricot pits. — 

“A substitute for vanilla is found in Tonka bean; 


the vanilla bean is expensive and is seldom used except 


at strictly first-class fountains. 

“The banana soda obtains its flavor from butyrate of 
amyl. 

“Tincture of soap bark mixed with fountain water 
produces the allufing foam effects commen to the prod- 


ucts of cheap fountains. 


“The education of a mixer of soft drinks is not com- 


plete until he is posted on the use of ethereal extracts. 


“These are only a few of the hundreds of substitutes 
used by conscienceless proprietors of soda fountains. 
All are violations of the State pure food law. 

“Adulterants are used even more fregly in the manu- 
facture of ice cream. At many pariors the cream is 
kept in unsanitary receptacles and 4 in dishes 
plated with chilled microbes.” 

The editor has more than once given his opinion that 

the avérage soda-water fountain is, from a hygienic 


Sonia of view, worse than a bar, where pure alcoholic 


beverages are sold. In addition to the poisonous in- 
eredients, so freely used at many of these stands, there 
is the low temperature at which the drinks are swal- 
lowed. This applies also to beer, and tee water, “What 
to Eat” says: : 

“More .than $70,000,000 is spent in ‘ United States 
every year for soda-fountain beverages. The business

The envious eye of the Standard Oil has been atfracted 
to this abounding source of revenue, and that company 
is now dickering for control of the flavoring ¢xtract 
trade.

Nowhere 1% ig does adultera- 
tion flourish ‘so unchecked. 

“The $70,000,000 spent each year tok soda water is 
worse than wasted. Nearly every glass that was drunk 
has worked positive injury to the consumer. This would 
not be the case if the concoctions were pure, but if they 
were pure no such enormous profits could be realized. 
As it is the beverages, generally speaking, are com- 


‘pounded of the vilest chemicals and ¢olorings known. 


The national food law has little bearing on the trade, for 
it deals only with articles that pass from one State into 
another. Soda waters can be made in any kind of a 
shack and sold to the proprietors of soda fountains in 
that vicinity. Therefore there is little necessity of ship- 
ping them outside of the State and run the risk of en- 
tanglement in the national food law enforcements. 

“It is in the dope used for flavoring the soda waters 
that the injurious chemicals are found to the greatest 
extent and in the most injurious proportions. In . fact, 
with few exceptions, these extracts 6 es nothing but 
chemical mixtures. 

“Although the extracts bear the names and colorings 


of luscious fruits they rarely ever contain even a particle 


of the fruit for which they are named, or any other 
fruit, and are simply a conglomerate mixture of vile 
colorings, smarting acids and other chemicals, that are 
loathsome and exceedingly harmful. The person who 


would drink the concoctions after knowing what they 


contain, certainly has no regard for his health, and 
should not complain when the injurious results begin to 
be manifested in nervousness, general debility, indiges- 


tion, paralysis and a dozen other afflictions produced by ' ~

Young and innocent 
girls with no idea of thé harmful effects of the drugs 
throng about the soda fountains uridermining their 
health and morals through the disastrous effects of the 
foul chemicals. The drinking them not only impairs 
the health, but produces a craving for opiates and strong 
drink. Many opium fiends might trace ook beginning of 
their downfall to the soda fountain.”

CORRESPONDENT asks in regard to the treatment 
of this skin disease. Severa] réferences to the sub- 
ject have been published here, during the past few years. 
However, as it is such a widespréad ailment, a few 
words more may pertinently be said. 

This, like other skin eruptions, is in most cases due to 
errors in diet, especially to overheating of the blood. It 
may be aggravated by lack of cleanliness, wearing flan- 
nel néxt the skin, and the breathing of foul air. ‘Be- 
ware of the idea that local treatment can be of more 
than temporary avail. You might as well expect to cure 
smalipox by painting the pustules with a lotion. Flesh 
food should be avoided, or, if eaten at all, only a 1 
lean meat once a day. Fish is a_ feverish food, a 


cheese and nuts, if taken at all. should only be consumed 
in very small quantities, The patient should live, as far 
as possible, on fresh fruits of ali kinds, especially straw- 
berries, green corn and grain, or unfermented whole- 
meal bread, avoiding oats, which are heating to the 
blood. Salad shotiid be eaten freely. Cut down the diet 
to a minimum, and don't eat more than twice a day. 
In —— to this, allow the sun to shine directly on the 

skin every day. Take a warm bath twice a week and a 
cool sponge every morning.

the Jongshoremen sea probably owes 
its 


ival to the conditions under which they live, 
having altered less than those of the farm hand. Al- 
though not deep-sea sailors, they Often spend many 
hours alene, or with only one companion, on the sea, 
and the means by which they gain a livelihood are al- 
most as primitive as they were centuries ago. They 
know all the moods of the sea, and that, notwithstand- 
ing its changes, it is always their friend and enemy. 
So their folklore clings to them in spite of the fact 


in the days of beach companies and “free trading.” 

Longshoremen, as a rule, are fatalists, says the Lon- 
don Globe, and although nine out of ten of them die in 
their beds ashore there is a genera! belief among them 
that those who are dated to be drowned have a “warn- 
ing” of their fate and recognize its inevitableness. Some 
of them are said to be “called” by the sea; a certain note 
in its moaning has a special significance to them, and, 
when they hear it a change comes over them, some be- 
coming silent and sorrowful, while others turn to dis- 
sipation and drown their dread in drink. | 

There is, however, another “calling of the sea” that 
has a different significance, for it is heard far inland and 
is said to foretell a change in the wind and the direc- 
tion from which it will blow. This is what Edward Fitz-" 
Gerald, who loved the ‘sea and the ways of the men of 
the sea, described as “a kind of prophetic voice from the 
body of the sea itself announcing great gales”; and Ten- 
nyson refers to it where he writes: 


“There. qame so loud a calling of sea 
That all the houses in the haven rang.” 


When the longshoreman sees “water dogs” that is, 
small dark clouds in the sky, he knows that wet wea- 
ther is coming, and when he speaks of “Winno] wea- 
ther” he means the boisterous kind of weather gener- 
ally experienced at the beginning of March, about the 
time of the anniversary of the British saint Winwaloe. 

Whatever the weather may be, the efficacy of a caul 
is not yet disputed by many crab catchers, shrimpers 
and sprat fishers, but many years of lifeboat work have 
. disabused the longshoreman’s mind of the ran that 
it is unlucky: to save a man from drowning. Good luck, 
however, attaches to the alighting of a tired “herring 
spink” or gold-crested wren on a fishing boat at sea, just 
as ill luck is foretold should the bird be a cuckoo. 

On different parts of the coast, too, the fishermen have 
different mascots, generally some kind of fish that is 
rarely met with, and when caught is dried and hung 
over the stern of the boat. Great good luck also at- 
taches to the catching of a “king” herring, easily rec- 
ognized by its bright red fins. When a “king” is caught 
it is, or was until recently, the custom to return it alive 
to the sea: but not until it bas been passed, around the 
scudding pole as many times as the fishermen desire to 
get lasts of herring at their next haul. 

The ghosts of seamen who have heen drowned near 
the coast for lack of help are said to be heard shrieking 
on stormy nights.

On 
St. Stephen's day the boys would go out and beat about 
the bushes until they found a wren, Which when killed 
was suspended in a garland or on a massive pole and

Such feathers were much in demand among the fisher- 
men, for they were believed to be & sure safeguard 
against shipwreck. Another belief, still current along 
shore, is that a dead kingfisher, if suspended by a piece 
of string, will point its bill in veg direction érpm which 
the wind blows. 

Of plant lore the little, probably 
because the coast flora is scanty compared with that of 
the woods, fields, and meadows; but almost everywhere 
it is believed that certain seaside plants have sprung uv 
from foreign seeds washed ashdre from wrecked vessels.

Most people think of the Arctics as the region of a)! 
the world least favorable for ah airship voyage. ,They 
hate in mind~the intense cold, the frightéul storme, 
of which they have read so much. They wonder how a 
sane Man can propose to encounter sueh dangers in a 
fragile contrivance of silk, cotton, steel, and gas. But 
the truth tells quite another story. In point of fact the 
Arctics, instead of the worst, are actually the best region 
in which to navigate an airship through a long dis- 
tance. We do not mean that it is the best region in 
all particulars—there are disadvantages as wel) as 2:- 
vantages. But comparing the polar ocean with Fran: 
or America, and writing up the debit and credit a:- 
count for each> the balance heavily in favor 
the far yorthern field. 

The intense cold of which af instil 
when the Arctics are mentioned, does not exist—in sum- 
mer. In winter it is a grim reality. The Arctic sun- 
mer is relatively mild. -At the North Pole itself, as 
we know from scientific inference, the Mean tempera- 
ture for July and August fs only two or three degrees 
below freezing in the shade. This condition obtains in 
all the region lying about the Pole. Hére nature has 
formed on a scale of a million of square miles the very 
conditions known in the laboratory of physics as “the 
melting point of ice”: an ice-sheeted sea, the sun con- 
stantly in the heavens, at midnight as well as at mid- 
day. great and constant evaporation from wastes of 
snow and ice, high humidity, much cloudiness, fog 
mist.—[Walter Wellman, in cies ce Magazine.

QUARRYING GLACIER on 
In Switzerland, since the introduction of electric raik 
ways, a new and somewhat strange industry has been 
established in the Alpine districts, namely the quarry- 
ing of glacier ice for distribution in the large cities. 


Certain of the Swiss communes or districts have been 


able to grant concessions of their glaciers for this pur- 
pose, and considerable sums have been expended in con- 
structing ice slides or troughs, In ‘which the blocks of 
ice. many of them being of large size, blasted out of the 
glacier, are transported to the vicinity of the stations 
for conveyance, in carefully refrig¢rated vans or cars. 
to Lyons and other large cities remote from the Alpe. 


The method of blasting with blatk powder $0 as to 
avoid the discoloration and soifing of the ice, and the 
ability displayed by the engineers in erecting slides and 
in providing sufficient friction by means of curves to 
avoid excessive speed in the downward journey of the 
ice blocks, show considerable ingenuity and skill. 


- Glacier ice, which is perfectly pute and transparent 


and which has many qualities which are greatly appreci- 
ated by the consumers, commands a higher’ value than 
that of the usual kind obtained from the lakes and 
ponds. <A singular feature in connection with the 
preparation of the ice for the market is that it hae 
been found necessary to store it for some days in special 
warehouses, built like our own ice houses, those with 
double wajis with sawdust between them, in order to 
remove a coating of frosted or non-transparent ice that 
tends to form on the surface of the block as it leaves 
the glacier. —{London Weekly
